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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As previously discussed, the Examiner's position 
is that Fujima teaches the structural elements recited in claims 1 , 5, and 6. Applicant has failed to outline structural differences between 
Fujima and the present invention. Fujima's structure is able to function in the manner recited by claims 1, 5, and 6. When stopper 27 is 
held by groove 46, the buckle is retained in that position since the peripheral edges of stopper 27 are flush with the periphery of groove 
46. Regarding claim 6, the stopper means is not disclosed as having a specific structure, but is defined in functional terms. Applicant's 
arguments appear to be more narrow than that which is recited by the claims..
